A public hearing on an ap- 
plication for a permit to build a 
176-bed nursing home in Granite 
City will be held at 8:30 p.m 
Thursday, March 10, in the 
council chambers of the city 
hall here, it was announced 
Friday. 

The-hearing has been called 
by The Greater St. Louis Health 
Systems Agency of St. Louis 
from which authority must be 
obtained in development of 
health-oriented projects 

Robert D. Finney, executive 
director of the Health Systems 
Agency, said that citizens of the 
area will be given the op- 
portunity to present relevant 
written or verbal comments on 
the proposal during the public 
hearing 

Construction of the nursing 
home has been proposed by 
Jerry Maeras, Madison, as 
developer, on a site in the 2900 
block of Mockingbird Lane 
between the Steelecrest Addi- 
tion and the Alton & Southern 
tracks. 

Cast of the project has been 
estimated at $1,900,000. 

The proposal to build the 
nursing home was presented to 
the Granite City Council in late 
1975 and at first was delayed by 
steps to determine the 
adequacy of sewer facilities to 
serve the nursing home. In 
March 1976, the City Council 
approved sewer planning and 
plans for annexation of the tract 
to the city 

Council members also ap- 
proved an agreement under 
which the nursing home would 
be deeded to the city after 
retirement of a 20-year issue of 
construction bonds 

After the debt is fully paid, 
the city would take over the 
facility and operate it as a 
municpal establishment. 

Financing of the project will 
be handled by the Illinois

Will we become a nation of tea 
drinkers again? c 

If people start taking a closer 
look at prices, there's a good 
possibility. 

To find out if tea is really 
cheaper than coffee, I com- 
pared prices of loose and hag 
tea, coffee and cocoa, using 
current prices in one major food 
store. 

Here's what I learned: 

Tea is by far the biggest 
bargain for the cost-conscious 
consumer. 

A tin of loose tea that makes 
240 cups of tea sold for $1.85 
recently, bringing the price of 
one cup down to seven-tenths of 
a cent. > 

Bag tea was slightly more 
expensive but still a good deal 
— 100 bags of a house brand sold 
for $1.28, or just over a penny a 
cup. 

The next lowest-priced brew 
was hot cocoa made with water; 
one bulk mix sold for $1.99 and 
contained 32 servings, for! a 
price of six cents a serving. 

Cocoa that must be mixed 
with milk sells for slightly less, 
but the price shoots up to about 
15 cents a serving when you add 
thé cost of eight ounces of milk. 

Cocoa in individual envelopes 
was no extreme bargain, 
either; 12 envelopes sold for 94 
cents, or nearly eight cents a 
serving. 

Coffee -priced out reon- 
siderably higher than tea. A 
two-pound can selling for $4.41 
will make 64 cups of coffee 
(using one level tablespoon per 
cup) at a cost of close to seven 
cents a cup. 

Will that win any diehard 
coffee fans over to tea or cocoa? 
I doubt it. They'll just

State debt must be based 
on authorizations by laws 


Illinois Attorney General 
William J. Scott has advised 
Auditor General. Robert 
Cronson in a formal legal 
opinion that the Illinois 
Educational Consortium is not 
empowered by law to, borrow 
money. . 

Scott’s answer last week 
related to a question raised by 
Cronson about a transaction 
whereby the Consortium 
borrowed more than $200,000 
for purchase of. computer 
equipment and then entered 
into a fease-purehase 
agreement ‘with Illinois State 
University for use of the 


equipment. 


The members of the Illinois 
Educational Consortium are the 
governing bodies of the 
University of Illinois, Southern 
Illinois University, the Board of 
Regents, and the Board of 
Governors of State Colleges and 
Universities 

Scott's opinion noted that 
while the Consortium “serves a 
worthwhile purpose, it cannot 
lawfully create a state debt in 
violation of Section 9 of Article 
IX of the Illinois Constitution, 
by acting as an agent of a 
university. Universities also are 
constitutionally prohibited from 
creating a state debt unless it is 
approved by law.

Cold weather and fruit trees | 


By CHRIS DOLL 
Area Garden Advisor 

One of the coldest winters in 
Southwestern Illinois in many 
years has caused concern about 
fruit and wood damage to 
prunus species grown for food. 

It’s too early to tell the full 
extent. of weather effect, but 
some predictions can be made. 
It's doubtful if any trees will 
die, but various degrees of 
injury may be seen, 

Some’ bud-hardy _ peach 
varieties have 10 per cent to 80 
per cent bud survival. Tender 
varieties have few or no live 
fruit buds. So, the peach crop 
depends upon the variety. 

There is visible injury to the 
pith areas of shoots, which may 
eventually shorten the tree’s 
life. But tree kill, dieback, and 
trunk injury are unlikely except 
in isolated locations. 

Apricots are about the same 
as peaches. Sour cherries 
should be in good condition, but 


sweet cherries could have both 
tissue and fruit bud injury. 

The European plums should 
survive the winter with no 
problems. 

Japanese plums and 
Japanese hybrids may show 
twig dieback, trunk damage 
and fruit bud loss, depending on 
variety and location. . 

Where fruit bud loss and 
dieback bave -occurred, no 
treatments are suggested. If 
trunk or crotch injury becomes 
visible, wounded areas should 
be cleaned of dead bark and 
painted with tree’ paint to 
reduce moisture loss. 

Any tree losses in this species 
that become visible this spring 
will most likely be due to fall 
planting, drouth or borers 
rather than cold.

chance of being fulfilled. 

Quality nursery stock is that 
which has a good root system 
and has been carefully handled 
to prevent scarring, breakage 
and drying, and is free from 
insects and diseases. 

Not only ‘should the plants be 
well-grown, but carefully dug, 
stored and shipped. 

Poor plants are sometimes 
inexpensive in initial cost, but 
usually are more expensive in 
the long’term because of poor 


«growth and yields. 


The state certificate of 
nursery inspection is an 
assurance of healthy plants. 

When available, virus-free 
plants should be ordered. Such 
plants are superior and are 
worth the extra cost. 

Plants from a non-inspected 
nursery or from a neighbor's 
planting may be expensive in 
that insects and diseases’ could 
come along. 

Most nurseries guarantee to 
replace plants which do not 
grow or which aren’t true-to- 
name. This guidance is only 
partially satisfactory, because 
there is a loss of labor and a 
year's loss of growing time. 

It’s best to get good trees and 
plants and give them the tender, 
loving care needed for growth 
and fruiting.

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Federal tax law changes affect the Illinois returns 


(Last of a series of six 
articles on 1976 income taxes, 
prepared by the Southern 
(Chapter of the Illinois CPA 
Society) 

Illinois taxpayers will find 
that there are few changes in 
this year's Illinois individual 
income tax return (Form IL- 
1040). 

| J. Darrell Burton, president 
of the Southern Chapter of the 
Illinois CPA Society, says that 
about the only difference bet- 
ween this year’s form and last 
year’s is that the date has 


changed. 
But the fact that no new 
legislation has come out 
Springfield this year’ doesn’t 
mean an individual with the 
same income and this 
year as last will pay the same 
amount of tax, be points out.

Lifeline’ utility rate 
plan called harmful 


So-called lifeline legislation 
being considered in the General 
Assembly would drive more 
jobs out of the state and, in the 
jong run, would hurt the people 
it seeks to help. That is the 
assessment of the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ Association of 
efforts to cut electric bills of 
small users and increase the 
pills of larger users. 

In urging retention of the 
present ‘‘cost-of-service” rate 

licy, IMA President Orville 

rgren said last week, ‘This 
legislation, which would add 
‘ about $250 million to the electric 
power costs of larger users, 
including industry, would have 
a damaging impact on the 
already sick business climate of 
Illinois. 

“Cost and profit figures of 
utilities, broken down by class 
of users, show that utility 
companies make more profit on 
service to large users than to 
small ones, despite lower rate 
per unit of energy to large 

users,” Bergren said. 

He stressed that higher 


electric’ rates would force big 
users to produce their own 
power, compounding the 
problem for the rest. 

“Higher gas rates would add 
to‘the movement of manufac- 
turing jobs out of Illinois,” he 
added. 

“The Federal Energy 
Administration, after a recent 
comprehensive study, 
recommends against such 
‘lifeline’ rates. In California, 
after a year under its lifeline 
law, things are in such a mess 
that» the California Energy 
Resources, Conservation .and 
Development Commission 
recommends against it. 


“Some large users of elec- 
tricity — hospitals, government 
agencies and industry — had 
‘rate increases of up to 48 per 
cent. 

“Large gas users had hikes of 
up to 79 per cent. 

“The prices they charge for 
their services and products 
have to be increased to cover 
this rate hike.”

certain business expenses to 
arrive at what's called your 
adjusted gross income. 

This figure is also used on the 
state income tax return. 

The state of Illinois says, in 
effect, that what’s good enough 
for the federal government ‘is 
good enough for the state. 

But the Tax Reform Act has 
tightened up the business 
deductions that .you are per- 
mitted to take under federal law 
— such as the home office 


deduction. 

As a result, many taxpayers’ 
adjusted gross income will be 
higher on their federal return 
this year, and consequently on 
their state return. 

At this point, the com- 
putations on federal and state 
Ancome tax returns differ. The 
state adds certain items to your 
adjusted gross income that are 
not taxes on the federal tax 
return, but this must be added 
to adjusted gross income'on the 


Mllinois return. . 

Other items are subtracted 
from the adjusted gross income 
figure on the Illinois return. 

For instance, if you receive a 
refund of Illinois income tax 
during 1976, you may have 
included that refund in your 
federal adjusted gross income. 
If so, you can now subtract that 
amount on your Illinois income 
tax return. 

At this point, you-may also 
subtract $1,000 for each per- 


sonal exemption claimed on 
your federal tax return. 

The rest is easy. After you've 
added and subtracted the above 
items, you compute your tax by 
multipiying the resulting figure 
by 2.5 per cent. 

‘Check this.against how much 
you've already paid in as 
Illinois withholding. or 
estimated payments, and the 
difference is what you owe or, if 
you're lucky, what you can 
expect back. 


What's in store for next year? 
Assuming the Illinois income 
tax law doesn’t change, certain 
federal laws will come into play 
which will affect the way ad- 
justed gross “income is com- 
puted on your federal tax 
rlake and as a result will also 
affect your state tax return. 
For example, if you pay 
alimony for 1976, you can 
deduct those payments, along 
with interest payments, certain 
medical expenses, real estate 
tax payments and other 
allowable deductions after you 
have computed your adjusted 
gross income on your federal

Gaines. pinned Oswego’s 
Mark Brooks in 3:47 of round 
one, but lost 15-1 to Kirt Lewis of 
Buffalo Groves in the second 
round. 

In the consolation bracket, 
Gaines lost to Dan Murphy of 
Homewopd Flossmoor in a close 
bout. 

For Khris Whelan, who has 
not known ‘defeat this season 
and carried a 33-0 record into 
the tournament, the state meet 
was a surmountable obstacle. 
He breezed through four 
matches to find himself on the 
awards stand with South Coach 
William “Bill’’ Schmitt, grand 
marshal of the tournament, who

placed the first-place medal and 
ribbon over his head.* 

Whelan, too full of energy to 
stand still, approached each 
match like a confident boxer 
with only the hands of his coach, 
Walt Whitaker, on his 
shoulders, restraining him from 
jumping into action before each 
previous round had been 
completed. 

He ‘appeared confident and 
ready for each round and totally 
dominated the first three bouts, 
topping Steve Krause of 
Midlothian Bremen 5-0 in round 
one and pinning Chicago St. 
Patrick's Jim Mitchell in the 
second round with a decisive pin 
in 59 seconds. 

In the third round, he met 
Mario Campos of Rock Falls 
and after six of the toughest 
minutes Campos ever ex- 
perienced, Khris Whelan’s hand 
was held up by the referee as 
the victor of a 10-0 shutout.

In the third period, Whelan 
appeared to know victory was 
his. He broke lose to put his 
opponent in a predicament and 
then stayed in control of the 
situation to the final buzzer. 

He seemed to find it difficult 
to control his excitement 
through the final handshake 
with Nasenberry and through 
the traditional practice of 
having the referee hold his hand 
in the air to signal victory 

His first move after the 
mandatory actions was to jump 
— not run — to his coach. 
Whitaker hugged the champion, 
lifting him in the air and 
swinging him around as Whelan 
said, “I did it!” 

Whelan then went to “the 
tunnel’ where wrestlers enter 
the arena floor, where he was 
warmly greeted by several 
fellow GCHS North wrestlers, 
overjoyed by Whelan’s state 
crown. 

All in all, the 40th state 
wrestling tournament of the 
Illinois High School Association 
was considered an exciting 
tournament for the Granite City 
wrestlers, the coaches and the 
fans who attended 

Seven experienced ~‘‘the

Concern in Illinois 
sen farmland trusts 


proposed fund to invest in 
“agricultural land poses a major 
threat to the nation’s farmers, 
Harold B. Steele, Hlinois Farm 
Bureau president, told a U.S. 
Agriculture Committee panel 
last week in Washington. 

The Ag-Land Fund pr: 
by Continental Illinois National 
Bank and Trust Co. of Chicago 
“could berthe first step toward 
large-scale ownership of farm 
properties by powerful financial 
interests,” Steel told the sub= 
committee on family farms and 
rural development. 

A member of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation board 
of directors, he testified on 
behalf of the national 
organization before the sub- 
committee. It is examining 
implications to family farms of 
Ag-Land Fund, an investment 
trust to purchase and manage 
farmland. 

“Farmers are extremely 
apprehensive’ about the 
proposal, Steele said, feeling 
that it “would change the 
pattern of farmland ownership 
in this country from local 
ownership by private in- 
dividuals or small groups of

The proposed Ag-Land Fund 
he contended, would adversely 
increase land values “which 
have escalated rapidly in recent 
years as farmers and others 
have competed for available 
land. ~ 


“Not only would the fund's 
farmland purchases tend to 
raise land values, but it would 
also tend to raise the level of 
real estate taxes, which are 
based on land values. 


“There is a basic unfairness 
in allowing tax-exempt 
organizations to compete with 
taxpaying farmers. 

“There is no reason why the 
favorable treatment given to 
pension trusts under the tax 
laws should extend to trusts 
which compete with individual 
farmers in farming operations. 

““Under the proposed plan, the 
Ag-Land Fund could receive 
gains from the and 
sale of land, rentals and profits 
from its hedging operations 
without having to pay tax on 
this income. 

“While the bank has indicated 
its plan would encourage the 
entry of young people into 
agriculture, it is doubtful 
whether the proposed fund 
would provide much assistance 
to young farmers. 

“We do not believe that the 
trust company of the bank will 
entrust farming operations of 
the magnitude under con- 
sideration to relatively inex- 
perienced farmers," Steele

New buses easy to board 


Boarding steps which lower to 
within’ inches of street level, 
modern interior design, and exit 
doors which respond to the 
touch of a hand are among the 
features of 171 new transit buses 
which Bi-State Development 
Agency will place in service 
beginning this week. 

In announcing receipt of the 
new vehicles, Executive 
Director Robert J. Baer noted 
that they will replace buses 
which, in some cases, have been 
operating for as many as 25 


years. 

Bi-State, whose chairman is 
Granite City Mayor Paul 
Schuler, expects to be able to 
retire the last of its “‘old-look’’ 
buses later this year. 

Built by The Flxible Company 
of Loudonville, Ohio, a sub- 
» ry of Rohr Industries, the 
new buses have been designed 
to facilitate boarding by elderly 
or handicapped persons. 

All will be equipped with an 


operator-controlled ‘‘kneeling’’ 
device which will lower the 
front steps as much as five 
inches. 


‘This accessory is expected 
to be especially valuable to 
senior citizens, disabled 
persons and small children 
boarding | from street level 
when a bus is prevented from 
reaching the curb at a bus- 
stop zone. 

In addition, 60 of the new 
buses will be equipped with 
wheelchair lifts and 
securement areas. 

Baer said he believes Bi-State 
is the first transit system in the 
nation to offer “fully ac- 
cessible’’ buses in regular 
service. The vehicles will be 
assigned to specific trips on 10 
heavily traveled Bi-State lines 
beginning in April. 

Passengers on the new buses 
will notice several other 
changes from present Bi-State 
buses. 


The rear doors will be rider- 
activated. When the bus comes 
to a complete stop, the operator 
will electronically “unlock” the 
doors, and the person wishing to 
disembark can cause the doors, 
to open merely by touching the 
door handle. 

After the last passenger has 
alighted, the doors will 
automatically close and be 
locked by the operator before 
the vehicle can proceed. 


This device, Baer said, will 
permit more efficient departure 
of passengers, in addition to 
preserving the interior heat or 
air-conditioning. 

Passengers alerting the 
driver of. their intention to 
disembark will do so on the new 
buses by touching a seat-level 
tape strip which replaces the 
traditional signal cord. 

Change is also evident in 
the front doors of the bus, 
which are wider than on 


Statistics warn—beware 
of road construction sites 


Major road construction can 
cause a significant increase in 
the rate of motor vehicle 
crashes — even on a modern, 
divided highway. 

That's the finding of 
University of, Illinois Medical 
Center Campus researchers 
Theodore C. Doege, M.D., 
associate professor of 
epidemiology and of preventive 
medicine and community 
health, University of Illinois 
School of Public Health and the 
Abraham Lincoln School of 
Medicine, and Paul S. Levy, 
S.D., professor of biometry, 
School of Public Health 

The two studied four 
segments of the Illinois tollway 
system, comparing vehicle 
crash rates for an eight-year 
period, 1968-1975. Their at- 
tention focused on spring and 
summer months of 1972 and 1973 
when portions of the Northwest 
Tollway (1-90) and Wisconsin- 
Indiana Tollway (1-294) were 
undergoing major resurfacing 
work. 

“Rests of this study leave 
no doubt about the effect of 
construction on highway 
crashes,” Dr. Doege said. 

The average rate of vehicle 
crashes on the 42 miles of 
tollway with construction 
jumped from 123.7 per 100 
million vehicle miles (mvm) 
traveled before the construction 
years to 318.1 per 100 mvm 
during construction months, a 
160 per cent increase. 

In addition, the average rate 
of crashes with injuries rose 
from 41.9 per 100 mvm to 76.1 
per 100 mvm, an 80 per cent 
hike 

According to Dr. Doege, the 
increase in crash rates during 
the construction period is 
“statistically significant,” 
especially in light of data 
showing that the general trend 


of vehicle crashes on segments . 


of the tollway not undergoing 
construction between 1968 and 
1975 was down without. any 
years of notable increases. 
Applying average crash rates 
during pre-construction years 
to the sections of the tollwlay 
system which had major con- 
struction, Dr. Doege and Dr. 
Levy calculated that 385 
property damage ($100 or 
more) crashes and 81 injury 
crashes could be blamed on 
construction in 1972, and 239 
property damage and 29 injury 


crashes could be attributed to 
1973 construction. 

While construction increased 
the rates of crashes according 
to the tollway study, main- 
taining a separation of traffic 
within the construction area 
resulted in smaller increases in 
injury crash-rates than 
crossover diversion of traffic 
from lanes under construction 
into previously one-way roads. 

For example, Doege and Levy 
pointed opt that on segments 
where traffic was diverted into 
opposite lanes (during 1972 
construction) the injury crash 
rate jumped from an average 
44.3 per 100 mvm to 100.1. In 
construction areas where 
traffic separation was main- 
tained (during 1973), the crash 
rate rose only slightly — from 40 
per 100 mvm to 56.5. 

The investigators’ recom- 
mendations for keeping down 
the risk of crashes during 
construction are: separation of 
‘opposing traffjc streams, if 
possible; eriforcement of 
reduced speed limits; bright 
illumination of construction 
zones, and delineations of lanes 
and roadways with “highly- 
visible stripes.” 

Also, “motor vehicles which 
better cushion and protect their 
occupants during crashes are 
positive developments of past 
years, as is the seat belt- 
shoulder harness,”” Drs. Levy 
and Doege reported 

They emphasized that their 
study is unique, since “there 
appear to be few, if any, data in 
the) medical and traffic safety 
literature relating rates of 
injury crashes to road con- 
struction.” 

Discovery of a possible 
construction effect on the rate 
of highway accidents was 
prompted by an earlier study in 
which they found evidence that 
reducing speed limits on toll 
roads can lead to substantial 
reductions in rates of crashes 
and injuries. 

“When the speed limit was 
reduced to 55 miles per hour as 
a result of the oil embargo in 
1973, I was curious as to what 
effect this change might have 
on the rate of accidents,” Dr. 
Doege said. 


“In analyzing data from the. 


Illinois State Toll Highway 
Authority, we found crash rates 
to be significantly lower during 
the six month of March 1 to Aug. 


31, 1974 (just after the speed 
limit changes went into effect) 
than crash rates for the 
corresponding months of any of 
the six preceding years 

“At the same time, we were 
alerted to a possible con- 
struction’ effect on the crash 
rates.” 

Because “‘tollway officials 
have been keeping good records 
and are cooperative," Dr 
Doege said more University of 
Illinois at the Medical Center 
studies are planned. One of 
them will involée an updating of 
the construction effect and 
further analysis of trends in 
crash rates by adding data from 
1975 and 1976. * 

A second study will be aimed 
at trying to determine the 
contributions of different 
vehicle groups — cars, trucks 
buses and recreational vehicles 
— to the average crash rate on 
the tollway.

All 171 buses will have a 
new lower handrail near the 
dashboard to aid elderly or 
handicapped riders as they 
board, and all of the vehicles 
will be equipped with two-way 
radios. 

Seats in the new buses reflect 
a design embodying safety, 
appearance, comfort and 
durability. And the vehicles are 
equipped with tinted windows 
made of Lexan, a material 
stronger than glass. 

The transmission permits a 
more efficient shifting of gears. 

All buses incorporate an 
increased amount of fire- 
retardant material and safety 
railings, and added illumination 
includes brighter inside lighting 
and exterior lights over the 
front and rear doors. 

The buses, whose diesel 
engines emit virtually no 
carbon monoxide, are certified 
as meeting or exceeding all 
current environmental stan- 
dards, and a newly-designed 
exhaust system prevents diesel 
fumes from collecting at street 
level 

The new buses will gradually 
be placed in service on all Bi. 
State lines.as they are delivered 
during the next two months, 
Baer said. 

Their purchase was made 
possibly by a $16.3 million 
federal grant which matched 
and was combined with revenue 
raised locally through the half- 
cent transportation sales tax in 
the City of St. Louis and St. 
Louis County, and jperating 
assistance from the state of 
Illinois,

First Baptist Church becomes 
Restoration Society member 


The First Baptist Church, 21st 
Street and Delmar Avenue, 
pastored by the Rev. Marvin 
Peters, became the first area 
church to join the Downtown 
Neighborhood Restoration 
Society, according to Mrs. Judy 
Padgett, president of the 
organization. 

Organized on Aug. 6, 1901, the

The church withdrew from 
the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention on Aug. 11, 1918, and 
joined the Southern Baptist 
Convention. 

A parsonage was purchased 
at 2601 Iowa St., on. June 4, 1924 
and in 1950 the indebtness of the 
church was liquidated. 

The congregation agreed to 
set up a building fund in 1952 
starting with $1,000 and adding 
10 per cent of each Sunday's 
offering. This fund enabled the 
church to purchase the present 
educational building, next door 
to the church, at a cost of 
$50,000. The building was 
remodeled in 1961 and in June of 
1970 the church sponsored day 
care center was moved from 
Lincoln Place. area to the 
building. The day care éenter 
was started on Sept. 41, 1968. 

A restoration fund. was 
started in 1975 and since then 
the complete |interior of the 
church has been restored and 
redecorated in time for the 75th 
anniversary of the church held 
in September 1976. 

‘The first pastor was the Rev. 
WwW. W. Morgan and the 
congregation has welcomed 22 
pastors since then including the 
present minister. 

Since this was the first church 
to join the DNRS, Carl Kittel,

President Jimmy Carter is 
being asked to reconsider cuts 
in the federal budget affecting 
the regional economy.

Business climate IlV— Product liability costs are soaring 


Part Four ‘of comments by the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ Association: 

Soaring costs of product liability 
judgments threaten the continued existence 
of some manufacturing firms. 

Product liability insurance premiums 
have shot up astronomically,\ and . are 
unavailable or out of the‘question for some 
small companies. 

In 1976, there were an estimated one 
million product liability suits in the courts, 
claiming $50. billion in damages. 

With the strict liability in tort theory, 
which assesses liability without fault, in 
effect in the courts of many states (including 
Illinois), with liberal judges and juries, and 

no reasonable statutory limits in effect, 
product liability costs threaten the economy 
to a much greater extent than the publicized 
medical malpractice problem. 

Statutory relief is needed in the states to 
govern state courts in the handling of such 
suits. 

Such legislation should fix manufac- 
turers’ liability in a manner that is fair and 
equitable to all parties involved. Illinois 
could impfove its business climate by doing 
so. 

+++ 


The Department of Business and 


Economic Development should be less 
political and more devoted to the interests 
and problems of existing businesses in 
Dlinois. 

If those businesses are happy and 
prospering, industrial development will 
come naturally. 

Statistics should be kept of job losses as 
well as job gains for the state, so that the net 
impact of the business climate on the state's 
economy can be measured and proper 
action can be taken. 

+++ 

The growing political and legislative 
power of organized public employes, and its 
impact now’and in the future upon the size 
and cost of government in, Illinois, is not 
helping the state’s business climate. 


That power will be substantially greater if 


a state statute is passed sanctioning unions 
for public employes. Experience in other 
states has consistently demonstrated that 
strikes by public employes will greatly 


increase with the enactment of such a 
statute, despite any strike prohibitions. 

In Michigan, there were 290 public sector 
strikes in the first six years following 
enactment of its collective bargaining 
statute (which prohibits strikes), compared 
to one strike in seven years before the law. 

In Pennsyivania, there were 14] strikes in 
the first three years, compared to 23 in the 
ten-year period before its law. 

More public employes strikes mean more 
government costs, disrupted services, more 
taxes, and a poorer business climate. As was 
recently demonstrated in Illinois, 
bargaining for wages would deprive the 
General Assembly of its right to make such 
spending decisions. 

In linois, the courts enforce the common 
law that public employes strikes are illegal, 
and injunctions against them are obtainable 
in the courts if public employers have the 
political courage to seek them. Dlihois does 
not’ need and should not have a public 
employe bargaining union. ‘ 

+++ 

Decisions to expand in Illinois or another 
state are heavily influenced by the industrial 
manager’s estimate of future conditions in 
this state. 

That estimate depends not only upon 
observable trends and known problems, but 
upon the attitude of state and local 
government leaders toward industry. 

Are corporations recognized as essential 
to provide jobs or are they taken for granted 
and regarded as a logical target for more 
taxes without political repercussions? _ 

Do government leaders try to understand 
the problems of industrial companies and 
the need. for adequate profitability? 

Are corporations regarded with suspicion 
and distrust, pointing to the need for more 
and stricter regulations? Are problems of 
management as well as labor given full 
consideration? 

The long-range best interest of Illinois lies 
in policies and laws that encourage job 
creation in this state. 

When government leaders and legislators 
publicly proclaim their’ acceptance of this 
fact and have the political courage to act 
accordingly, the Illinois business climate 
will improve.

There .is still 
petroleum and even enough 
natural gas in the ground to 
supply our needs for years, if we 
are willing to pay the costs of 
getting it out. 

Farther into the future there 
will be plenty of ‘energy 
available to us. Our coal will 
last hundreds of years. 

Long before that runs low, we 
will develop practical solar and

which are virtually limitless.

As a useful 
commodity grows scarcer, its 
price gradually rises. 

This price increase has two 
vital effects. First, it reduces 

the. higher-priced 
resource is reserved for higher- 
Second, 
stimulates the search for 
Substitutes by attracting in- 
vestment capital. 

Rarely does the original 
substance run out completely. 
Rather, it grows so costly that 
‘people ‘eventually turn almost 
entirely to substitutes, while the 
original is all but forgotten. 

For example, few people 
today would think of petroleum 
as a substitute for whale oil, and 
yet that’s how the petroleum 
industry got started. 

In the absence of government 
interference, these changes 
occur smoothly and gradually. 
Consumers have plenty of time 
to adjust to price increases. 

Now look at the other side of 
the coin. Suppose the govern- 
ment prevents the price of a 
commodity from rising to 
reflect its increasing scarcity — 
which is exactly what has 
happened if the case of natural 
gas. ‘

this path, though, changing

To avoid that development, 
the government begins creating 
a bureaucratic tangle of 
rationing s¢hemés, tax ‘sur- 
charges and product 
specifications to substitute for 
the consumpti raging 
effect of a price ‘increase. 


These alternatives to a price 
increase do discourage con 
sumption, if they are suf- 
ficiently rigorous. But they do 
nothing either to increase 
production or to promote the 
development of substitutes. 
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Tornado funnel 
process outlined 


(American Institute 
of Physies) 


Many theories have at- 
tempted to explain the nature 
and origin of tornadoes, but no 
one really understands how 
they are formed. 

In an article in Physics of 
Fluids, investigators at Iowa 
State University report on 
observation of the mechanism 
of tornado funnel formation in a 
specially-constructed tornado 
simulator. 

What has been known about 
tornado funnels is that they are 
usually associated with what 
are called tornado cyclones. 

Such cyclones are whirlpool- 
like wind structures, or vor- 
texes, that are reminiscent of 
the fluid motion observed when 
bathtubs are drained, except 
that they can have diameters of 
from three to 20 miles. 

They occur in regions where 
winds join from different 
direetions—for example, 

tly wind from Canada 
and southerly wind from the 
Gulf of Mexica 

In the Northern Hemisphere, 
those winds are rotated to the 
right’ of their directions of 
travel, as a result of the rotation 
of the earth. 

Consequently, cyclonic 
counterclockwise motion is 
established where winds from 
different directions converge. 

In an unstable atmosphere, 
where cold air advances above 
warm, moist air, vertical 
motion is included with the 
cyclonic motion. 

At Iowa State, Cheng-Ting 
Hsu and Behroov Fattahi 
conducted experiments to 
simulate the interaction of a 
tornado cyclone with the earth's 
surface. A tornado cyclone is 
produced at first in a chamber 
with a rotating disk. 

The experiments proceed as 
the scientists vary the distance 
between the bottom of the 
chamber and the rotating disk. 

They find that the effect of the 
gfound plane (corresponding to 
the earth's surface) is. to con- 
centrate the vorticity near that 
plane and cauf it to move 
upward. 

Friction at the ground plane, 
explain the researchers, is

concentrated vorticity. 

In a natural tornado, the 
researchers say, 
teraction might start at a radial 
distance of five to 10 miles from 


tensified and finally turns 
upward. 

It is this combined, strong, 
rotational and upward motion 
that causes severe ground 
damage — such as the uplifting 
of roofs and the uprooting of 
trees — even before or without 
the appearance of a tornado 
funnel. 

At a later stage of the 
vortex-ground _ interaction, 
the ri chers find that 
when invisible, upward, 
moving vortex penetrates into 
the cloud base, a portion of 
the cloud base twists in a 
downward movement through 
the inside of the vortex. 

This downward-moving 
cloud extension is the 
funnel. 

Even though the funnel is 
observed moving downward, 
flow’ inside and outside the 
funnel is still upward. 

It is the above fluid-dynamic 
flow reversal that Hsu and 

Fattahi observed in their 
laboratory simulation. 

The ability to modify or 
eliminate tornadoes is a desired 
ultimate goal, but our un- 
derstanding must be increased 
first. 

The results of the efforts of 
Hsu and Fattahi contribute to 
that understanding, par- 
ticularly in revealing that it is 
the tornado cyclone and not the

Theoretically, the resear- 
chers say, the rotational motion 
of the ‘cyclone might be 
destroyed or lessened, but the 
energy fequired to do'so might 
be comparable to that released 
by a nuclear explosion 

It would be more realistic to 
ask if part of the energy con- 
tained in a tornado can be ex- 
tracted for our daily use. The 
answer must await further 
research.

together on the prairie. 

The irresistible strength in 
this diversity bursts from the 
combination created when the 
former German patriot Carl 
Schurz—known 
democratic beliefs and 
romantic escape from the 
fortress of Rastatt—shared a 
seat with the ungainly, awk- 
ward, frontiersman Abraham 
Lincoln. 

Lincoln was on his way to 
Quincy to engage Stephen A. 
Douglas in debate on the 
momentous issue of slavery. 

Bohemians, Austro-Hung- 
arians, Poles, Russians, 
Italians, Africans and 
Tepresentatives of most of the 
world’s peoples found that on 
the prairie a man is tall. 

Politicians drew a line around 
this meeting place in 1818 and 
called it a state. 

Curiously, it drew people 
from older Northern states with

It also attracted former

Southern states who naturally 
continued their rural, pro-slave, 
anti-intellectual, low-church 
habits.

Another important angle to 
consider regarding the IRS is its 
potential danger to a free 
democracy. In the hands of a 
powerful group or person, it 
could silence or crush all op- 
position, 

Under the income tax, the 
rich get richer and the poor get 
poorer. That is the way it works, 
whether we like it or not. 

With the wealth distribution, 
percentagewise, we are no 
better off than India. The dif- 
ference is that, as a nation, we 
are wealthier so, individually, 
we have more than the in- 
dividuals in India. 

A foreign corporation pays 
only the corporation tax, and no 
individual income tax to the 
U.S. This is terrific competition 
to American concerns. It is 
unfair, leading to. foreign 
ownership. 

Ireland, due to the fact it was 
an absentee ownership country 
for centuries, stayed 
pauperized 

Foreign owners, mostly 
English, would not let the 
people better themselves and 
there were little, if any, taxes, 
particularly property taxes. 

The same was true of Russia, 
Yugoslavia, Spain, Portugal 
and other countries that were 
held back. 

Another form of absentee 
ownership is the local type. 
Count of Hungary, in 
the early part of this century, is 
an example. 

He pauperized the people, on 
his vast estate, so as to create 
himself a reputation as the 
biggest spender in Europe or on 
earth, for that matter. 

All his profits were squan- 
dered on ultra-high, lavish 
living in Paris, London, Berlin, 
Vienna, Budapest and other 
cities. 

This form of absentee owner 
was common in Austria- 
Hungary, Poland, Russia and 
other agricultural countries of 
Europe that were in a sort of 
fuedal system of government at 
that time.

Although no cases of a new 
penicillin-resistant strain of 
gonorrhea have been confirmed 
in Illinois, state health officials 
believe its appearance in the 
state is a virtual certainty. 

Penicillinase-producing 
Neisseria gonorrhoeae (PPNG) 
has been identified in 11 other 
countries and the United States. 
Nearly 100 cases have been 
confirmed in 17 states. 

Illinois health officials warn 
that detection of PPNG is 
complicated by the fact that its 
symptoms are the same as 
those of the more familiar 
strain of gonorrhea. Dr. Allen 
Koplin, acting director of the 
Illinois Department of Public 
Health, explained: 

“Due to the current low in- 
cidence of PPNG in the United 
States, diagnosed" cases of 
gonorrhea should be treated 
with the traditional penicfllin 
dosage. If this is not effective, 
retest specimens should be sent

“If the test 
of cure is positive,” he said, ‘or 
if the patient's symptoms have 
not disappeared} further testing 
is essential.” 

~ “It is also important”, he 
added, “that any person who 
may be infected with gonorrhea 
seek immediate medical at- 
tention. While men will 
experience sym) within a 
few days following infection, 


most women will not experience 
symptoms until complications 
of the disease 

“Any. strain of untreated 
eotel ” Dr. Koplin said, 
“can result in sterility, ar- 
thritis, blindness, heart disease 
or other serious ¢om- 
plications.”” 

He noted that one effect of the 
presence of PPNG in the Us. 
might be increased in 
disease rates. 

“In 1976, we experienced a 1.5 
per cent decrease in gonorrhea 
rates in Illinois, the first 
decrease since 1958. 

“With the introduction of 
PPNG into the U.S., however, 
the state health department's 
venereal disease control staff 
has had to top priority on 
tracing Illinois contacts of 
PPNG patients im other states. 
‘As a result, our routine control 
efforts for gonorrhea and 
syphillis have been made more 
difficult.”

All charitable contributions of 
property must be substantiated 
to be claimed as a deduction, 
the Internal Revenue Service is 
reminding taxpayers: 

Any deduction claimed for 
property donated to an 
organization must be verified 
through a statement to the IRS, 
listing the dates and amounts of 
each contribution, the type of 
property donated, and the 
method of determining the 
Property's value. 

If used furniture, clothing or 
other property, for example, is 
donated, it may be claimed as a 
deductible contribution to the 
extent of its fair market value. 

Fair market value is the price 
at which the property would 
change hands between a willing 
buyer and seller. 

For each piece of property 
valued at over $200, the original 
cost or other basis in the 
property, fair market value, 
appreciation, conditions of the 
gift and a copy of the gift's 
appraisal must also be in 
cluded. 

This required information 
must accompany the tax return, 
according to IRS Springfield 
District Director Ira S. Loeb.
